There is a richer and broader 
future for us if we can but be made 
to appreciate what is possible for 
us in a State like Arkansas. 

“One of our weaknesses as a 
race, which is an increasing degree 
we must learn to overcome, _ is 
that of squandering that which 
we earn, of wasteful and unneces¬ 
sary expenditure of money and 
property. One of the objects of 
this National Negro Business Lea¬ 
gue is to not only teach our race 
to get hold of things but to hold 
on to those which we get. 

“For example, I find by the 
official records that about 40 per 
cent, of the cotton raised in Ar¬ 
kansas is produced by the hands 
of Negro farmers. 1 am safe in 
saying that the Negroes in Arkansas 
produced last year about 350,000 
bales of cotton valued at^ about 
$24,000,000. The question is, how 
much of this $24,000,000 remains 
in the hands of the race to-day 
and how much of it has been 
spent for things that we could 
have done without?*' 

Farmers of State Produced 9,600,000 
Bushels of Corn. 

“The Negro farmers of Arkansas 
produced last year about 9,600,000 
bushels of com valued at $5,600,000. 
The Negro farmers of Arkansas 
produced last year 189,000 bushels 
of oats valued at $87,000. They 
produced last year about 48,000 
bushels of wheat valued at $46,000. 
They produced last year about 
432,000 bushels of Irish potatoes 
and sweet potatoes valued at about 
$291,000. The total farm products 
of the colored farmers of Arkansas 
for 1910 amounted to $32,000,000. 
If we add to this what the colored 
people earned in other occupations 
such as professional, domestic and 
personal service, trade, manufac¬ 
turing and mechanical pursuits, 
the people of our race in this 
State earned at least $38,000,000 
last year. 

“The great question, then, is 
how much of this wealth remains 
in our hands in Arkansas? How 


much of it has been put into land? 
How much into houses? How 
much into the bank? How much 
into the schools? How much into 
the churches? How much has gone 
in directions which are calculated 
to make us a stronger, a more 
useful, intelligent, moral and re¬ 
ligious race? 

“In the vState of Arkansas there 
are tremendous opportunities for 
still greater progress. I find that 
in this State there are at least 
eight million acres of unimproved 
lands that are capable of producing 
almost every kind of farm pro¬ 
ducts. In the past 15 years in 
Arkansas there has been great in¬ 
crease in land values. Land which 
15 years ago could be purchased 
for $2 to $15 per acre is now sell¬ 
ing from $15 to $20 an acre, and 
in some cases the price has gone up 
as high as $100 an acre. If we do 
not as a race improve the oppor¬ 
tunities to get hold of our share of 
these rich and productive lands, 
people of another race and of 
another color will come in from 
Europe and reap the golden harvest 
which should be ours in part at 
least.

THE PEOPLE’S LYCEUM 

The People’s Lyceum held their 
first meeting last Sunday with a 
crowded house. Mr. F. M. C. 
Choate delivered a splendid ad¬ 
dress in advocacy of Woman’s 
Suffrage. This was followed by 
short addresses by a number of 
ladies and gentlemen. Two of the 
timely addresses on the subject 
were delivered by Messrs. Norris 
and White, Mr. Norris warned 
against dragging into the discus¬ 
sions any question save, whether 
or not the right of suffrage is the 
right of any special class. He ar¬ 
gued that as big business, such as 
soulless corporations, saloons and 
all combinations for the promo¬ 
tion of vice, were arrayed against 
Woman’s Suffrage, it was the 
duty of every colored voter to line 
up for Woman’s Suffrage. That 
the negro could not safely join the 
forces that are arrayed against 
Woman’s Suffrage. 


At the close of Mr. Norris’ 
splendid address, Bishop Phillips 
and President Lane who had been 
detained at another meeting came 
into the hall. President Lane was 
immediately introduced and de¬ 
livered an able, practical address. 
He urged the importance of ne¬ 
groes patronizing the business and 
professional men of the race, that 
from such patronage positions 
would be created for the worthy 
young men and women of the 
race. That without such race 
pride, only menial positions would 
be within the reach of the young 
colored men and women after they 
graduate from schools. 

President Lane urged with spec¬ 
ial emphasis that the young people 
be given the education that make 
all around men and women. Pres. 
Lane was followed by Bishop Phil¬ 
lips who delivered a short and 
practical address, dealing with other 
phases of the problems confront¬ 
ing the race. Urging the mem¬ 
bers of the Lyceum to make the 
advancement of the race a common 
cause. After which the benediction 
was pronounced and the audience 
retired feeling pleased with the 
Lyceum’s first program.
